NEW YORK, April 2)1.—Representa- 
tives of the great steel manufacturers 
of the United States, Great Britain, 
Gertnany, Austria and Belgium axe re- 
ported to be in secret conference in 
Londen, with a wiew to arranging for 
the préservation of home markets, the 
prevention of dumping and the fixing 
of uniform export prices. The project 
originafed with the German syndicate. 
It is understood the ch manufac- 
turers are sympathetic but are not rep- 
resented in the conference because 
their erports are small. 

Negotiations were taken up about 
three months ago by the leading inter- 
ests, originally with the idea of regu- 
lating prices in neutral markets, but 
the British manufacturers thsisted that 

be included because German 
ships to that market at least one mi- 
lion tons of steel product yearly. This 
resulted in the calling of the present 
conference for a discussion of the 
whole question of export prices in all 
markets, including these of plates, 
rails, structural steel and by-prod- 
ucts. 

The first difficulty was the non-exist- 
ence of a combination of British man- 
ufacturers, who include twelve groups. 
There is a fair prospect that this will 
be overcome. second obstacie is 
the fact that several English manufac- 
turers are also great consumers who 
have profited by the dumping of {for- 
eign steel the English mar- 
ket.

THE VERY LATEST. 


WAR NEWS AFTER 


St. PETERSBURG, April 21.—{By 
Atiantic Cpbie.) The Emperor has 
received the following telegram from 
Gen. Kouropatkin under today’s date: 

“All was quiet on the Yalu on the 
19th and 20th, and there has been no 
change. 

“On the night of the 19th, opposite 
Cape Tower Hill, west of Kal Chigu, 
a steamer was observed sending off 
boats, evidently for the purpose of 
taking soundings. The boats soon re- 
turned.“ 

In another telegram to the Emperor, 
Gen. Kouropatkin says: 

“I respectfully report to Your Ma- 
jesty that two Japanese officers named 
Steevo Ykoka and Giska Oki, were ar- 
rested near the station of Tur Chi Khi. 
In their possession were found three 
cases of Bickford fuse, a French 
wrench, dynamite cartridges, tools for 
railway wrecking, cyljnders containing 
one and a half pounds of pyroxy)in, 
good maps of Mongolia, Manchuria, 
and Northern Korea and a number of 
notes. ; 

“A court-martial held at Harbin, 
April 20, found them guilty, while be- 
longing to the Japanese army, of op- 
erating against Russia, and, in order 
to gain success for their army, of 
destroying or damaging telegraph and 
railway communication by means of 
pyroxylin and other es pro- 
vided for that purpose. and making

“The officers were condemned to be 
deprived of their civil rights and to be 
executed by hanging. I confirmed the 
sentence, but In view of the officers’ 
rank consented that they be shot in- 
stead of hung, with the same loss of 
civil rights. I refused their prayer to 
spare their lives, and they were exe- 
cuted at 6 o'clock in the evening of 
April 21.“

cruisers assisted in taking off her per- 
sonnel and putting them aboard the 
Talbot and Elba.

FRENCH GENERAL’S VIEWS. 
ARMIES IN EXPECTANT STATE. 

(BY DIRECT WIRT TO THE TIMES) 

NEW YORK, April 21.—{Exclusive 
Dispatch.] The Herald publishes the 
following from its military expert, « 
celebrated general of the French 
army. He writes: 

“The armies seem at the present 
moment to be in a state of expec 
tancy. One feels on either part how 
great a responsibility will be incurred 
by the commander of that army which 
marches before the other. Advanced 
posts are stationed in the islands of 
the Yalu and only a few hundred 


quent movements are made on land. 

“On two sides, the Japanese are 
concentrating at a little distance from 
the river, while the Russians, sup- 
ported iu the rear by imposing forces, 
are watching their bank carefully, 
and their scouts are signaling that 
Japanese vessels are cruising some 
leagues from the coast, between Tong 
Keou and Ta Tung Kau. 

“Generally speaking, on the Yalu it 
may be noticed that the Cossacks 
toward the east remain always in a 


flank of the enemy. It is reported 
from Won Son that this cavalry, sup- 
ported by some infantry, has estab- 
lished itself at Ponk Cheng. It can 
advance rapidly from this point by 
the Ting Peng, a confluent from Yung

DISASTER DUE TO MINES. 

ALEXIEFF SETTLES QUESTION. 

(BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS-—P.M.) 

ST. PETERSBURG, April 22.-(By 
Atlantic Cable.) All doubt to the 
cause of the destruction of the battie- 
ship Petropaviovsk and the damage to 
the battleship Pobieda at Port Arthur 
is dissipated by the report submitted 
by telegraph to the Emperor April 21. 
In it Viceroy Alexieff stated In a way 
that leaves the matter no longer an 
open question that mines were respon- 
sibue for the disaster. The admission 
of the presence of Japanese ships off 
Port Agthur, the night preceding, the 
going-out of the Russian ships, which 
were watched by Admiral Makaroff, 
tends to establish Vice-Admtral Togo's 
claims that his ships laid mines on 
which the Russian battleships struck. 
The Viceroy'’s report was sent only 
after a thorough investigation ordered 
by the Emperor had been made. It 
was published this morning through 
the War Commission. It explicitly 
states that “under the starboard side 
of the Petropaviovsk there was an 
explosion” and specifically states 
that a mine expleded under the 
Pobieda. That the Russian ships did 
not run on their own mines is shown 
by the failure of the Viceroy to men- 
tion anything of the kind and by the 
positive statement of the Port Ad- 
miraity that Admiral Makaroff was fa- 
miliar with the location of the torpe- 
does defending the port. The Russian 
officials also fail to understand the sur- 
prising blunder caused by the mistake 
of the Russian torpedo- boat destroyers 
in taking the Japanese torpedo boats 
for a Russian flotilla, which resulted 
in the loss of the Strashni.

THREATEN BLUEFIELDS. 


British Cruiser Retribution Hot on the 
Trail of Nicaraguans Who Seized 
Fishing Schooners. 

{BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.] 

KINGSTON (Jamaica) April 21.— 
The British cruiser Retribution, which, 
under instructions from the imperial 
government, sailed from Kingston, 
April 11, for a Nicaraguan port, in con- 
nection with the seizure of six cay- 
man turtle schooners and the arrest 
of their crews by Nicaraguan officials, 
returged to Port Royal from the Nie- 
araguan coast today, after ascertaining 
that the crews and vessels had been 
returned to Biluefields. The captain of 
the Retribution accused the Nicara- 
guan commandant, under whose or- 
ders the schooners were seized, of pi- 
racy. There is consternation among 
A Nicaraguan officials over the af- 
alr. 

It was necessary for the Retribu- 
tion te return to Port Royal to coal, 
but the cruiser will sall for Biuefields 
Tuesday next to demand the release of 
the prisoners and the boats and also 
compensation for their illegal seizure 
and detention. It is rumored that 
should it be found necessary. the Ret- 
ribution will bombard the port of 
Bluefields.

J. B. Lippincott of this city, supet- 
vising engineer of the government 
arid-land reclamation service. in 
charge of the irrigation experiments 
along the Colorado River, has just re- 
turned from u trip. through the Im- 
perial Valley and down beyond the 
international boundary line, among 
the lands of the Colorado Delta, to 4 
point thirty miles below the mouth of 
the Hardy. 

As United States engineer in charge 
of the reclamation service in this re- 
gion, Mr. Lippincott’s knowledge of 
the work, the character of the country 
and its prospects is thorough. He is 
in a position to make a more careful 
and reliable analysis of the subject of 
the reclamation to fruitful purposes of 
the great realm that lies dormant just 
beyond the revivifying touch of the 
Colorado's flood than is any other man, 
so that what he says is authoritative. 

Mr. Lippincott’s entire attention at 
present is directed toward bringing 
forth the best.possible results along 
the lines laid down by the Reclama- 
tion Act, under which he is conduct- 
ing the Colorado River experiments, In 
an interview yesterday, he made the 
following interesting observations on 
the subject in question: 

“The United States Reclamation 
Service is just closing its field season 
of engineering work along the Colo- 
rade River. The entire district ex- 
tending from the Grand Cafion to the 
Mexican line has been investigated. 
All public lands lying immediately ad- 
jacent to the Colggado River, and ex- 
clusive of all interior vatleys, have 
been withdrawn for irrigation pur- 

All 
damaites in this district have been 
examined for bedrock conditions with 
diamond core drills.

Fraud and collusion on the part of 
the present management of the Even- 
ing Express in connection with the city 
advertising contract has been repeated- 
ly exposed by The Times in years past. 
People who have lived in Los Angeles 
three or more years have not forgot- 
ten the sensational exposures in the 
spring of 1 At that time it was 
proven in a il investigation by 
checks issued to the business manager 
of the Express, that $600 was received 
by the manager of that publication in 
October, 1901, as the Express’s share in 
a “divvy” resulting from the spolia- 
tions of the city growing out of an ad- 
vertising contract. 

President Bowen of the City Council 
was a member of the legislative body 
in the spring of 1902, when the fraud 
and graft of the Express management 
was exposed and a contract, which had 
been awarded, was canceled and re- 
let, making a saving for the city of at 
least $10,000 in a single year. Bowen 
helped to make this exposé complete 
and the Express for revenge made one 
of the most vicious, falsifying and un- 
principled campaigns against« his re- 
election in the annals of the city. 

These exposures grew out of bids 
submitted by the Express and Journal 
for the advertising contract in March, 
1902. In an investigation which fol- 
lowed, made by the City Council at 
that time, letters were produced show- 
ing that Manager of the Express 
had entered into collusion with the 
publisher of another paper and, later, 
thinktng that he saw a chance for the 
Express to win without assistance, re- 
pudiated this agreement. This inves- 
tigation ‘proved that the manager of 
the the Express had, the year previous, 
received $1000 of the city's money with-

Only three months 460 
Mr. Copeland completed a beautiful 
residence on one of the h hilis of 
Angeleno Heights, and the ily had 
just occupied it when he was forced to 
take to his bed.

The Cradle of Civilization—Alphabet 
Numerals, Printing, Paper, 
Things We Owe It. 


sian people were somewhat  scorn- 
fully referred to the other day 
by a leading American journal as hav- 
ing originally come out of Asia. The 
same might said of other European 
peoples, if ethnic origins were being 

o “come out Asia” possibly has 
a significance in our Western civilisa- 
tion which most Occidentals have 
never realised; for it is true that Asia. 
or, more broadly speaking, the Orient. 
has contributed .enormously to the cul- 
ture and achievement of which west- 
erners are 80 proud. 

If what the Persians, the Arabians, 
the Indians, the Chinese have done 
were to be blotted out. with all that 
has been built upon their  origiina! 
work, our modern society could not 
day. 

The Japanese by their milita W 
ess have done more than — alae. to 
raise the respect of the modern West- 
ern world for the Orient—for there is 
nothing we seem to respect so much 
as force—but this respect may be stil! 
further increased by some recognition 
— * great triumphs of the Oriental 
min 

Where did our alphabet come f 
—the A BC of learning’? Out of Asia. 
The letter alphabets of Indo-Germanic 
peoples we owe to the Semites, the 
grandeur of whose achievements the 
average person of today cannot appre- 
ciate. Or consider our Arabic numer- 


write ixxxvili instead of . how much 
modern bookkeeping could be done in 
our banks and sté@res? 

The simplest arithmetical operations, 
such as division, could not be done 
with the Roman stem: while a be 
arithmic table would be beyond human 
conception. All our modern mathe- 
matical sciences are based on the um- 
ple expedient of the Arabic numerais. 

Now, when the time came for this 
colossal invention to be Introduced in 
the western world, the civilization of 
Greece and Rome was incapable of pro- 
ducing it. Europe did not receive it 
until the middle ages, and then it came 
through the Saracens, who brought it 
from Arabia. And even the Arabians 

ot those wonderful numerals from 
ndia, which is nearer still to the heart 
of Asia. 

Without the alphabet and the num- 
erals of modern commerce, we literally 


would not exist. The city of Chicago 


would be a prairie waste and the 


Hy nouth Rock itself, perhaps, would | 


still be unpressed by the feet of white 
men 


But thie is merely tie beginning of 
the Hat of things that have come out 
of Asia. The mariner’s compass alone 
made the navigation of the wide oceans 
possible. thus bringing about the dis- 
covery of American by Europeans, and 
the compass we owe to the Chinese, 
whose knowledge of the magnetic nee- 
dle can be traced back to the seeond 
century after Chriat. 

Gunpowder, too, originally came out 
of Asia, and gunpowder is the founda- 
tion of modern war. 

Splemiid as these Inventions were, 
another ranks with them in its vital 
importance to all advanced civiligation, 
and that ts the art of printing. This, 


‘too. came out of Asia. To Modern | 


printing the Bemitic system of phonetic 
writing, by which the language can be 
represented through two dozen signe 
and a cheap writing or printing mate- 
rial, are essential. The idea of print- 
ing is very old, as may be seen in the 
ancient Babylonian mint stampe and 
cylinder seal signs. 

The next great step was the inven- 
tion of paper. The writing material 
of ancient Greece and Rome was too 
costly to be extensively used and the 
art of printing would have die@ in its 
infancy had not the genius of the 
Asiatic again supplied the want of 
nfankind. We are indebted to the Chi- 
nese for our modern paper. 

The trmortal invention was made by 
Teal Lun, about 100 A.D. He was the 
director of the Chinese arms factory 
of that day. Finding silk too costly 
and bamboo inconvenient, he hit upen 
a new material made out of rags, fish 
nets, hemp and bark. Thus paper 
came out of Asia. Printing on paper 
soon developed in China, as a conse- 
quence; the art of printing from plates 
was in use at the end of the sixth 
century. 

In our ignorance we westerners long 


the invention of printing with mova 
ble types; but that, too, came out of 
Asia. A Chinese named Pi-shong in- 
vented movable types in the middle 
of the eleventh century, or 350 years 
before Gutenberg was born. Let us 
remember Pi-shong and Tsai Lun. 
Nor is this all that has come out of 
a. Some small things are our pas- 
times, such as playing cards, checkers 
and chess, which came from the Ma- 
hometans of the nearer East: even the 
food of hens’ eggs we owe to India, 
where that particular fowl! was orig- 
inally developed. When you se a tulip 
with its brilliant coloring the coming 
spring. remember that it came out of 


From these we may ascend again to 
more important things, such as the 
extraordinary decorative art of the 
Japanese, which has had so far-reach- 
ing an effect upon our modern culture. 
China gave us silk and porcelain. It ts 
even true that the pointed arch, which 
made Gothic architecture possible, was 
first developed in the valley of the 
Nile; and Egypt must be embraced in 
=e rather than in the Occi- 

en 

The choicest products of the oriental 
textile industry cannot be equaled with 
our western science and invention, as 
the oriental rugs in your homes so 
easily demonstrate. 

Then there is the ideal revolving 
stage for the theater, which one or two 
German cities have introduced. That 
came form Japan, or out of Asia. The 
seven-day week came from Babylo- 
nia. And do not be surprised to learn 
that the ratio of 16 to 1 between gold 
and silver originated also in Babylo- 
nia, in computations concerning the 
8 of the sun, moon and plan- 
ets. 

Our Uterature is saturated with A1 
atic genius—one needs only mention 
the “Arabian Nights,” and the Bible. 
The very ideas of God and the devil. 
this world and another world, which 
pervade the great monotheistic reli- 
gions, originated in Persia. Chris- 
Uanity itself finally came out of Asia. 

Asia, when all is told, is quite wor- 
thy of the respect of any man dwe!l- 
ing in London, New York or (Chi- 
cago, Agia was the cradle of civiljza- 
tion, and it may yet influence pro- 
foundly the life of mankind. The very 
war we witness in the Far East is 
possibly a sign of the new awakening 
of the oriental world. 


The First Ironciads. 
It is an interesting coincidence that 


the first of modern ironclads was used 
by the French in the Crimean War, 


Just some fifty years ago. Col. John 


Stevens is usually claimed as the 
Originator of the idea of ironclad ves- 
sels in 1812, but the first ship of its 
kind. actually laid down was the Stev- 
ens battery, designed by his son for 
the United States government -in 1842. 
One authority, however, claims for 
ironclads an antiquity of centuries. 
The story goes that a certain Viking 
of 1500 years ago had a great warship 
made, which he called “Iron Ram,” 
and all of this ship which stoed out 
of the water was iron. Coming from 
fiction, or rather, legends to some- 
thing like fact, many historians on this 
subject say that the Dutch at Ant- 
werp, in 1585, when that city was be- 
sieged by the Spaniards, built. an 
enormous flat-bottomed vessel, ar- 
mored it with heavy iron plates, and 
thus constructed what they regarded 
as an impregnable battery, so that 
they named their contrivance “Finis 
Belli.”

CITY TRUSTEES won EXTEND 
TERM OF LICENSES. 


— 


Business Men's League Shere to 
Make up Deficit in Town's Rev- 
enues—Saloon Men Willing to Pay 
Ten Times the Amount to Continue 
in Business. 


AZUSA, April 21.—The last day of 
April will mark the close of the reign 
of the saloon in Azusa. This was de- 
cided upon at the meeting of the City 
Trustees last evening. 

The city’s estimated expenses for the 
current year having been based on the 
expected revenue from saloon licenses, 
the cancellation of the licenses at the 
end of the present quarter will result 
in a deficit at the close of the ficcal 
year, and upon this fact the saloon 
men based a hope that the board 
would be compelled to grant them au- 
other three months’ lease of life It 
was claimed by some members of the 
board, and it seems to be the general 
opinion, that their claim is correct, 
that at the time the board agreed to 
submit the saloon question to a popu- 
lar vote the anti-saloon people pledged 
themselves, in the event that the city 
voted “dry,” to make up the deficit in 
the revenue. It had been stated by at 
least one member of the board that, 
unless the anti-saioon people made 
this pledge good, the licenses would 
be renewed for at least another quar- 
ter, notwithstanding the fact that the 
people, by a vote of 115 tor 8, had 
voted for no license. 

The Business Men's League, which 
was organized during the campaign, 
and to whose efforts the result of the 
election was largely due, was prepared 
to meet this state of affairs, and when 
the proper time in the proceedings of 
the board came, J. T. Lindley, presi- 
dent of the league, tendered to the 
beard a cashier's check fir $600, the 
amount which it has’ been estimated 
the city will be short, and pledged 
the support of the league in the en- 
fercement of the law, stating that the 
Business Men's League was to be a 
permanent organization and would 
back up the Trustees in the enforce- 
ment of the law, morally, financially, 
and, if need be, physically. The saloon 
men, by their attorney, Jud R. 
of Los Angeles, objected to the accept- 
ance of the money by the city, claim- 
ing it to be an Illegal proceeding, and 
in fact a of bribery. Mr. Rush 
stated that if the Trustees were open 
to financial considerations in the dis- 
charge of their Official duties, the sa- 


The Trustees decided there should be 
no renewal or extension of the U- 
censes, which will expire the 30th inst., 
and that thereafter no new licenses 
would be granted. The question of the 
acceptance of the $500 tendered by the 
league is to be carefully considered by 
the City Attorney, and the board will 
be guided in their action by his ruling 
on the legal points involved.

AVALON. April 2%1.—The mystery of 
the unusual activity at the Isthmus ts 
solved.

It ie expected 
that from 25,000 to 30,000 people will be 
drawn to the Isthmus during the sea- 
son.
